The above figures depict an 
example of what has happened 
to real estate taxes in the . 
Village of Antloch during the. 
eleven-year period-ot-1960-to_ 
1970 (rates supplied by the. 
Lake Ck)unty Tqix Extension 
Office) using a house with an 
assessed valuation of 
$10,000.00 (market value of 
approximately $20,000.00). 

, While the total real estate 
taxes in the above example 
increased bjf $280.60, or 86% 
in eleven years, the high school 
portion of that increase was 
$78.90, just 28% of the 
increase. ;«? 

You have probably noticed 
that your rial estate taxes went 
down from4969 to 1970. This 
occuned largely because the 
building lx>nd that the voters 
of District 117 approved in 
1961 was paid off with the 
1969 tax levy. Therefore, if the 
voters approve the upcoming 
tax rate referendum, the r^l 
estate taxes on a hoi^ with an 
assessed valuation of 
$10,000.00 would increase by 
approximately the same 
amount that their taxes were 
reduced in 1970. , - 

The tax rate increase of 40 
cents per $100.00 assessed 
valuation is essential for 
continuing the level of 
education ttmt has come to be 
expected by the residents of 
District 117 for their children. 
The 40c tax increase, if 
approved, would raise the High 
School t^ax in the above 
example from $188.70 to 
$228.00. This means that if the 
subject household has just one 
student at Antioch Community 
High School, they would pay 
just $228.70 per year towards 
our yearly cost per pupil of 
$1,454.00. y 

Without tne tax rate 
increase, further budget cuts 
, would liave to be made. These 
cuts would severely hamper the 
education program at Antioch 
Pommtinity High School.
